I bet the real Emily Dickinson would never 
have walked onto a stage and read her poems aloud in 
something called a "poetry knockout." Walt Whitman, 
though? The no holds barred self-proclaimed "America's 
Poet" would, and I bet he would have loved the chance 
to "celebrate myself and sing myself" in front of an 
audience. And to hold the company of a recluse, for a man 
like Whitman, would seem a compliment of sorts. 

The Marion Art Center (MAC) was onto 
something when it included this particular event in its 
Art Week lineup. "Dickinson vs. Whitman, the Poetry 
Knockout" was an idea that folded together the arts of 
theater and poetry and presented us with Annemarie 
Fredericks as Emily Dickinson and Stephen Collins as 
Walt Whitman in a box topped with a bow of sublime 
purple lighting. 

With the event came the assumptions, like 
the one in me very first sentence - the two are polar 
opposites; their poetry is so different - her poems short 
and structured, and his prose book-length, rambling, 
and untamed - their lives so unalike, she secluded in her

home while his home was 'out there' in the world. But as 
two of the most influential poets of the 19 th century, how 
might they be the same? 

Emcee and poetry referee Kate Fishman helped 
build the connection between Emily and Walt in our 
perception of the pair by restricting their poetic punches 
to the topics of immortality, nature, love, society, and 
God - by far each poet's most obsessed about subjects. 
And while Fredericks presented Dickinson in the quiet, 
reserved reverie many imagine her, and Collins bellowed 
his breath into the life of his character, the two indeed 
appear distinctly unrelated. But even without the history 
lesson behind the performance, some similarities were 
clear: the two poets exposed themselves in their poems, 
they contradicted themselves in their poems, their final 
lines hit you with a figurative blow to the chest, and they 
both defied the conventional in their work, which was 
characteristic of a new 19 th century poetry - an American 
poetry, to which they both influenced equally.

"What I see not, I better see -/Through Faith - 
my Hazel Eye..." She stood still in her full, long dress in 
her side of the stage as 'Walt' leaned back in his chair in 
a relaxed, confident pose, ready to throw his first poem 
across at Emily. 

"It's stuffy in here, I think!" he said taking a jab at 
Emily as he took to his feet. 

"Is it wonderful that I should be immortal?" 

Then, taking from another of his leaves of grass, "Nor 
do I understand who there can be more wonderful than 
myself." 

Come on now, girl. Team Emily is waiting for 
your comeback! 

"A Coffin - is a small Domain, / Yet able to 
contain/ A Citizen of Paradise/ In it diminished Plane..." 

So reserved, so mildly she stood and read and 
stood as Walt read and boasted, book in hand. 

"Because I could not stop for Death..." 

"And as to you. Death, and you bitter hug of 
Mortality, it is idle to try to alarm me..." he tossed back at 
her defiantly. 

"I heard a Fly buzz - when I died ... And then the 
Windows failed -/ I could not see to see," she began and 
ended her poem, eliciting a giggle from Walt before he 
stood to say, "Your fly makes me think of my spider... 

"Anoiseless, patient spider..." he spoke, 
commanding our attention while also mildly taunting 
Emily. 

Their shadows floated nearby them on the wall 
outlined by the violet haze of the purple lights above that 
spattered onto the stage floor like spilled wine. 

"My life had stood - a Loaded Gun..." she recited 
from a poem written in alternating lines of iambic trimeter 
and tetrameter. "For I have the power to kill,/ Without - 
the power to die 

Walt (or, perhaps, Stephen) let out a sigh. 

For some time thereafter the pair led the 
proverbial punches with their proverbial knuckles, 
knocking at each other places where they each found their 
weak spots. For Emily, it was the sensual; she stood silent 
as each descriptive anatomical image tried to knock her

down. For Walt, it appeared the element of pure surprise 
at her words that seemed to shake him. 

"Sweet - You forgot - But I remembered / Every 
time - for Two -/So that the Sum be never hindered/ 
Through Decay of You." 

At times, Walt appeared barely able to take a 
sip from the cup he could barely hold. He was tossed 
to his knees at times as he recited his next assault, but 
she stood her ground as if she had heard it all before; 
which, perhaps, she had, since Walt was a self-published 
man in Emily's time. Ten of Emily's poems appeared in 
newspapers, all anonymously and possibly without her 
consent. 

At one point Walt admitted, "I'm getting kind 
of tired," and he acquiesced to allowing Emily one final 
punch. 

"It's all I have to bring today -/ This, and my 
heart beside / This, and my heart, and all the fields, / 

And all the meadows wide. / Be sure you count, should 
I forget, / Some one the sum could tell, — / This, and my 
heart, and all the bees/ Which in the clover dwell."

What Eleanor Said

Imagine being able to have a conversation 
with Eleanor Roosevelt; being able to ask her questions 
and being treated to her warmth and hospitality in her 
beloved home Val Kill. That is precisely the experience 
enjoyed by a packed house when Carol Cohen gave her 
presentation at the Mattapoisett Public Library on May 4. 

Titled "An Afternoon with Eleanor Roosevelt," 
Cohen inhabited the woman who the world came to 
love during her many years as the First Lady and in 
subsequent years a prime mover in the creation of the 
United Nations. 

Cohen's Eleanor invited the group into her home 
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as those in attendance 
played along, imagining 
they were visiting her 
and about to eat a meal 
and converse with a 
woman whose entire life 
was spent growing into 
being who she eventually 
became - a much loved 
advocate for human 
rights in all its many 
forms. 

Cohen created 
the illusion by wearing 
an apron, a strand of 
pearls, and thick glasses, 
surrounded by a small 
set which included an unpacked suitcase, a table set for 
tea, and reading materials. 

When she entered the room from the back, Cohen 
was already speaking to the crowd as if they were her 
neighbors, greeting them, asking them how they were 
doing, and inviting them into her parlor. 

Clearly, Cohen has studied the former First Lady 
for many years. And while it was a dramatization, the 
interactive quality of Cohen's routine was anything but 
routine - it was fresh, real, engaging, and downright 
funny at times. Cohen is an actress who knows her 
character like a family member, and her one-woman show 
is a tour de force. 

Cohen is primarily an educator with a very long 
list of associations and positions she has held in academia. 
But it is her passion for all things Roosevelt that she 
enjoys sharing the most. 

Cohen spent about 40 minutes portraying 
Eleanor, giving her audience glimpses into what her life 
was like after the passing of FDR and after her triumph 
in London where she held the position of the first United 
States representative to the United Nations Commission 
on Human Rights. She shared many of Eleanor's 
successes throughout her long life, including her time as 
chairman of the Presidential Commission on the Status of

Eleanor never stopped pushing for the emergence 
of humankind's better angels. 

"Do what you think in your heart to be right - for 
you'll be criticized anyway. You'll be damned if you do 
and damned if you don't." 

As she went around the room welcoming 
neighbors and friends to Val Kill, Cohen would instruct 
her beleaguered housekeeper Marge - aka Library 
Director Susan Pizzolato - to make sure there was enough 
food for all. 

We all suspended reality to enter Eleanor's world 
as painted for us by Cohen. 

Cohen made Eleanor come alive, made us feel as 
if we were truly in her presence, brought us close to tears, 
and then roaring with laughter. And this capacity to bring 
an audience into the script is not only the mark of an 
excellent actor, but one of an excellent teacher. 

In the second half of her presentation, Cohen 
talked about Eleanor's many roles in government, her 
writing, and her ever-present compassion for those whose 
lot in life was one of struggle. 

"I use Eleanor's thoughts and words to help me 
through my days," Cohen confessed. "There are so many 
dimensions to this woman, so many avenues you can go 
down." 

Eleanor was from a well-heeled socio-economic 
background, but she suffered greatly early in life. She had

to mature into her worth and value, and she was unsure 
of it for so many years. Yet she did so through faith and 
a superior intellect. She was approachable to the average 
person with her ever present knitting needles and quick 
wit that framed difficult concepts into quotes to live by: 

"Anger is only one letter away from danger," and, "No 
one can make you feel inferior without your consent." 

Cohen's two-part presentation brought to light 
the significance of a person like Eleanor Roosevelt in our 
collective history and, probably even more importantly, 
how much the world needs her wisdom today - "You 
must do the things you think you cannot." 

Cohen gave her audience a glimpse of an iconic 
woman whose efforts helped to transform lives and

She believes, as 
Eleanor did, that as long as we are living, we should be 
learning, and, through that we find, "Happiness is not a 
goal; it is a by-product."

Planning Board Candidates Promise 
Economic Development, Leadership

The four candidates vying for the two open seats 
on the Marion Planning Board answered to the voters 
on May 2 at the Marion Music Hall during the annual 
League of Women Voters' Candidates' Night, a forum 
for a discussion of all things Marion ahead of the May 17 
Annual Election. 

"Here comes trouble," said William do Carmo 
introducing himself at the podium. "That's me." 

It's not do Carmo's first Planning Board race, 
having run unsuccessfully three years ago, but this time 
he hopes his extensive background in planning and 
economic development will get him ahead in the race 
against Barry Gaffey, Joseph Rocha, and now incumbent 
Will Saltonstall. 

"My reason for running for Planning Board 
is that I feel like I can contribute some leadership in 
advancing some of the events ... that have developed," 
do Carmo said. He said there's a lack of leadership and 
a "complacency among people" in the local government. 
"... They don't seem to be energized. Being that way, you 
don't really get things done as expeditiously as you can."

For do Carmo, his experience is in housing 
development and has degrees in law, education, and 
architecture, he said. 

"I'm not afraid to move things along and get 
things moving/' do Carmo said. "Marion has many, many 
problems ... but a lot of people have their heads in the 
sand; they don't want to deal with them ... and that's not 
the way to grow a town." 

His biggest concern in town, do Carmo says: 
"perpetual debt syndrome." 

Marion has to reach out and bring in more 
revenue, he said, but there is "no leadership." 

"This, I think, has to change," do Carmo said. 
"[Marion needs] people that will spearhead this type of 
opportunity, because the money is out there and you have 
to know where to get it and how to get it." 

Barry Gaffey says he is "progressive" and all for 
smart growth to get new businesses into Marion. 

"We need to look for business - and good 
businesses, not the 15,000 square-foot CVSes. ... I'm 
looking and hoping to help solve some of the zoning 
issues ... and to make it a little easier for applicants and 
speed it up," said Gaffey. 

"I love Marion," said Gaffey. But since the mid- 
1990s, Gaffey says Marion has changed. "It's going to 
continue to change," he said. "We have to adapt to the 
change and we have to bring business in." 

Rocha said he's the "new guy," having moved to

Marion in 2015. Rocha has spent 15 years as an IT systems 
analyst and, if elected, hopes to "preserve Marion" and its 
"attractive characteristics" that drew him and his family 
here. 

"I vow to approach each decision with an open 
mind," said Rocha, "but I will always ask, is this right for 
Marion?" 

Rocha said he believes in the processes, saying, 
"What comes out has to be put back in to perfect it, and 
data is what is needed to make smart and educated 
decisions," along with an open mind, he added, asking, 
"How can we build income in this town without 
compromising the character of Marion?" 

Saltonstall said he's represented the town's 
interests during these last three years on the board, which, 
he said, have been "very challenging, very frustrating, 
but, as a whole, very rewarding." 

Saltonstall said he's been proactive on the board 
doing "visionary and long-term work," such as with 
implementation of the Master Plan, and reactive by 
"protecting the interest of the town and its citizens as new 
development is proposed." 

The Planning Board has made "solid decisions," 
said Saltonstall, "given the tools we have to work with." 
He said he's brought "strong leadership skills to the 
table" as chairman "... and created an atmosphere where 
everyone's opinion is respected and heard." 

Saltonstall said he's optimistic about the Town's 
current leadership in its selectmen and new town 
administrator and DPW director, especially with sewer 
infrastructure; "and good leadership is the key to keeping 
Marion a beautiful, vibrant place to live." 

Barry Gaffey is also running against Catherine 
Gibbs in the only other contested race for Board of 
Assessors. Gibbs was away traveling that night, and 
Gaffey said of his campaign, "I think we have a lot of 
issues before us and I'm hoping we can overcome them 
through leadership and some new blood, some new 
ideas." When asked, Gaffey said he currently is not 
certified as an assessor. 

Selectman John Waterman is running uncontested 
for a full three-year term after having served the final one 
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year of former selectman Steve Gonsalves term after he 
resigned in February 2018, but even if he were running 
opposed it appears as though voters are pleased with 
Waterman's performance this past year. 

"Keep up the good work!" shouted someone from 
the audience. 

Finance Committee member Alan Minard said 
he's been on the FinCom for 14 years, "and I've seen a lot 
of selectmen come and go. You have gotten more things 
started in your one-year term than any other selectman I 
can remember in 14 years." 

Also running uncontested: Edward Hoffer 
for Board of Flealth, Nicole Daniel for Marion School 
Committee, incumbent Heather Burke for Old Rochester 
Regional School Committee, Casey Gunschel and John 
Rockwell for Open Space Acquisition Committee (two 
seats), Russell Gunschel for Tree Warden, and incumbent 
Brad Gordon for Town Moderator.

Weigel Sworn-in as First Full-time Fire Chief

Firefighters of all ranks from Rochester and other 
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area towns lined the perimeter of the Rochester Town 
Hall in formal dress on May 6 to witness a moment of 
Rochester history 

During the Rochester Board of Selectmen meeting 
that evening, the selectmen signed the employment 
contract appointing current Fire Chief Scott Weigel as the 
town's first ever full-time fire chief. 

An emotional Town Clerk Naida Parker swore 
the chief in 
in front of a 
room packed 
with Weigel's 
family, friends, 
and fellow 
firefighters, 
with some 
representing 
the towns of 
Bridgewater, 

Freetown, and Raynham. 

Outside Town Hall, the group converged 
for photos before climbing aboard their various fire 
apparatuses with red lights flashing and celebratory 
sirens sounding as the procession paraded out onto Route 
105. 

Weigel has been fire chief of Rochester for 10 
years, beginning in July 2009, first as the interim fire chief 
when former fire chief, Scott Ashworth, retired on short 
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notice. He was then appointed as permanent part-time 
chief. 

In other business, the board entertained a visit 
from three representatives of Rochester Affordable 
Housing, Inc., a group of citizens tasked with exploring 
various options for providing affordable housing for 
Rochester senior citizens. 

Now a 501(c)(3) non-profit, the group says it will 
begin fundraising soon to assist in the process of searching 
for and eventually acquiring land. During the meeting, 
the three affordable housing representatives - Richard 
Cutler, Mark Wallington, and Gianno Lettieri - described 
various properties around town that might be suitable 
for future development, such as a five-acre lot near the 
intersection of Ryder Road and High Street. 

"What we're looking to do is one-bedroom units, 
perhaps 500 to 800 square feet," said Cutler. "We'd like 
very much to keep the rental numbers down as low as 
possible." 

The group said it didn't think the new 40R 
affordable housing was affordable enough for seniors 
priced at $1,350 for a two-bedroom unit and $1,150 for a 
one-bedroom. 

"We'd love to see something in the neighborhood 
of $500 to $800 a month," said Lettieri, although he added 
that he had no real numbers to calculate just yet. "But we 
do want to keep it as low as possible." 

Selectman Greenwood "Woody" Hartley 
cautioned the gentlemen not to get "too excited with too 
low a number," since the investment would have to at 
least cover its own costs. 

"We'll do some scouting and find out where the 
vacant parcels are that might be available and get back to 
you," said Cutler. "Ideally, it would be down here in the 
village," he said, where folks wouldn't have to drive in 
order to shop or go out for dinner. 

"It's great that you're making progress," Hartley 
said, adding that the board was happy to assist in 
whatever ways it can. 

In other matters, Rochester is pressing ahead 
with its application for a $30,000 grant from the state to 
improve recycling practices in Rochester through printed 
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educational materials, curbside recycling compliance 
enforcement, and data tracking, all funded through 
the grant. According to Town Administrator Suzanne 
Szyndlar, the Town hopes to implement curbside 
enforcement by mid-September, which will entail bin 
inspections of 20 percent of bins in town to test for 
compliance. 

"If it has one (restricted) item in there, it's not 
going to be rejected," Szyndlar clarified. But if the 
workers find three or four or more, the bin will be tagged 
and rejected for that week. 

Also during the meeting, Szyndlar announced the 
passing of Rochester's oldest resident, Marion Thomas 
at age 102. The selectmen will schedule an event soon to 
present Rochester's next oldest resident, Edna Chadwick, 
101, with the Boston Post cane. Chadwick will turn 102 
July 31. 

The board also signed the Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for May 20 at 6:15 pm at Rochester 
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Memorial School before the start of Town Meeting, which 
begins at 7:00 pm.

It reads, in part, "Mattapoisett's indebtedness has 
declined as a portion of the Annual Town Budget from 
6.9-percent to 4.6-percent. Within the next five years debt 
will decline by 79.3-percent..." 

The handout states that the decline represents 
a payoff of $11.5 million in previously approved capital 
projects. 

Road improvement projects would continue to 
represent another $3 million to be paid off, which Gagne

Gagne shared that both the Capital Planning 
and Finance Committees wanted to see the $2.5 million 
request processed through the 10-year planning schedule. 

"We asked them to present their 10-year plan - 
they never did it!" Selectman Tyler Macallister said. "We 
told them there are ways to do this." 

Selectman Jordan Collyer added, "We asked them 
for a revenue plan - we still don't know what needs to 
be done or when. We know there are major issues and 
we asked for the plan; doing it piecemeal is not the way 
Mattapoisett has been doing it." 

"It all comes back to a plan. There are significant 
unknowns," Gagne stated. 

"The request is valid," said Collyer. "The timing - 
not good." 

Gagne emphasized that, with retiring debt, 
which was planned for in order to take on large-scale 
improvements such as a new fire station, property 
owners wouldn't experience large increases in tax bills. 

He explained that there is $310,000 available for the fire 
station pre-construction needs that would cover design, 
engineering, bid documents, and contractor selection, 
allowing the town to put off securing a bond to cover 
the estimated $9.7 million for the total project until 
March 2020 with the first payment due in March 2021, 

"... putting us further down the road in terms of retiring 
debt." 

The selectmen signed the warrant hoping that 
Mattapoisett voters would once again conduct business in 
an expeditious manner with Collyer quipping, "Let's get 
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this done in one night."

Selectmen Deem Dog 'Dangerous'

During the May 7 Marion Board of Selectmen 
meeting, the board voted to classify a dog belonging to 
Michael and Kate Devoll as "dangerous" during a dog 
hearing pertaining to an alleged attack on March 3, during 
which the Devolls' dog was reported to have attacked 
two dogs and their owner in the Olde Knoll Road 
neighborhood. 

Diane Kelly of Olde Knoll Road said she 
witnessed the attack and, in a letter dated March 16 and 
signed by several neighbors, described various incidents 
of dog aggression and barking at the Devolls' property. 

According to Michael Devoll, although he did not 
witness the entire encounter, he is uncertain whether it 
was actually an attack and not a "dog fight." He said once 
he came out and picked up his dog, the incident was over. 
He also stated that his dog had two bites on both front 
paws. 

"The dog's no longer at our home, much to the 
chagrin of a sad nine-year-old boy without a dog," Devoll 
said. He reported that the dog was relocated to a farm in 
Westfield, Massachusetts. 

Animal Control Officer Susan Connor said she 
was called to the scene on March 3 and saw the woman 
who was attacked being treated by EMS; however, she did 
not speak to the victim directly. 

At the Devolls, she said she did not observe 
any injuries on the Devolls' dog, and no injuries were 
reported; otherwise, the other dogs would have had to 
be quarantined, as well, a standard consequence of a dog 
attack. 

Connor stated that there were subsequent reports 
of the dog being loose on the property and of quarantine 
orders being violated, but there was no proof. 

Margie Baldwin said her son owns the two 
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dogs (small terriers) that were attacked and she dog-sits 
them during the day. She did not witness the attack, but 
described the dogs' scars and how the owner's experience 
was "extremely traumatic." 

Police Chief Jon Garcia said Town Counsel 
advised him that should the board determine the dog is 
"dangerous," it should be reported to the town where the 
dog now lives. 

If a dog is deemed dangerous, Connor 
stated, "That will follow that dog anywhere in the 
Commonwealth." 

Before the hearing was over, Devoll stated, "I live 
and work in the community. I don't want this played out 
in the press - and it is. We want to be good neighbors and 
we want to do the right thing and we think we've done 
those steps." 

The board ordered that, should the dog ever 
return to Marion, that it be confined at the property either 
indoors or in a secure pen, and muzzled and leashed 
securely when out in public. 

Also during the meeting, the board spoke with 
Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Marc LeBlanc 
about televising the ZB A meetings, which will indeed 
be recorded from now on with ORCTV. LeBlanc wanted 
to know the real reason behind the request to televise, 
and Waterman told him the only reason was to open the 
communication better with the public, not because the 
board was being "picked on," as Hills put it. 


In other matters, the board approved a fireworks 
proposal from Atlas Pyrotechnics for the Marion July 
Fourth fireworks display. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Board 
of Selectmen is scheduled for May 21 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

FinCom Chair Questions Water Bill Increase 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

On May 2, the Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
began its town meeting warrant article review, but only 
after Chairman Pat Donoghue questioned her most recent 
water bill. 

Donoghue said that she did not recall Water and 
Sewer Superintendent Henri Renauld ever discussing an 
increase in water rates when he met with the committee 
during previous months; however, upon receiving her 
water bill, she noticed an increase. 

"They changed the tiers so now the lowest 
level will get about an 8-percent increase," Donoghue 
surmised. She said she ran the numbers and said, "I'm a 
little concerned. ... It's messed up my understanding of 
how they intend to pay for their projects." 

According to Donoghue's projections, those 
households falling into the higher tiers will see an increase 
of about 3.5 percent, while those in the mid-range would 
see an increase of 6 percent. 

Gagne said he'd ask Renauld to come to the 
committee's next meeting to discuss the matter. 

A notice mailed to consumers with the April 
statements notes, in part: 

"For each tier, the fees remain the same; however, 
the first l,250cf of water is billed at $7.04 100/ cf. when 
previously the first 2000cf of water consumed was billed 
at $7.04/100cf. For 1,251 to 3,250cf of water consumed the 
current rate is $9.18 100/cf ... [versus] ... 2,000 to 4,000cf 
billed at $9.18 100/ cf. Water consumed above 3,251cf is 
billed at the current rate of $10.63 100 / cf - when in the 
past all water consumed above 4,000/ cf was billed at 
$10.63 100/cf." 

The committee also discussed the possible new 
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revenue stream that a marijuana cultivation facility might 
generate if amendments to zoning bylaws pass Town 
Meeting. 

A citizen's petition is on the warrant asking voters 
to approve changes to the current restrictions that do not 
allow the cultivation of marijuana for adult recreational 
use. The amendments, simply put, will allow not only the 
placement of a cultivation facility in the Limited Industry 
Zone located on Industrial Drive, but also that a portion 
of the marijuana crop could be supplied to adult-use sales 
establishments outside Mattapoisett. 

A five-year community compact agreement 
would include the estimated sum of $200,000 paid to the 
town per year, which Gagne said would represented "new 


growth." 

A public hearing on proposed zoning bylaw 
amendments is scheduled for Wednesday, May 8, at 7:00 
pm at Old Hammondtown Elementary School. 

Another bylaw change for voters to consider 
involves the expansion of lot coverage on parcels located 
in the Industrial Zone that, if passed, would allow a 70 
percent lot coverage for those parcels, but only if the 
parcel is connected to the municipal sewer system. 

To support the lot coverage expansion and make 
it viable, voters will also be asked to approve $35,000 
from Sewer Retained Earnings to connect the whole of 
the Limited Industrial District to the public sewer system. 
Individual costs associated with parcels connecting to the 
system will be the responsibility of the private property 
owners, Gagne said. 

Presently there is a sewer terminus located on 
the north side of the Bay Club property, which had been 
placed there for future Industrial Zone expansion. 

Revenue projections are still pending for the FY20 

budget.

Mattapoisett FinCom: 'No' on ORR Project Article

Mattapoisett's Annual Town Meeting is only a 
few days away and it should prove to be a meeting that 
will go down in the town's history 

Voters will be facing warrant articles that ask 
for $9,275 million to fund the construction of a new fire 
station, and their share of another $2 million for athletic 
field and auditorium improvements at Old Rochester 
Regional High School (ORR). 

On May 7, the Finance Committee members 
reviewed those articles that needed their vote one last 
time. By voting in the affirmative on any given article, 
voters have the assurance that their appointed fiscal 
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oversight committee believes a request can be adequately 
funded without undo burden on taxpayers. 

Coming in last place was Article 28: ORR Athletic 
Facilities and Auditorium Funding. The article asks for a 
total of $2 million from the three towns for improvements 
- money that would have to be borrowed beyond the 
limits imposed by Proposition 2 Vi. 

FinCom Chairman Pat Donoghue said, "If this 
is an override, you've got to tell people what this will 
do to their taxes." She said her research into artificial 
turfs has found that none are expected to remain viable 
surfaces after eight years, but that the town is being asked 
to secure a 15-year borrowing schedule. She thought 
it wasn't reasonable to pay for something for that long 
when its usefulness ends before its paid off. 

Donoghue said she had a conversation with the 
school's facility manager. Gene Jones, and that he told her 
the track could be resurfaced, and that other big-ticket 
projects on the horizon included a new roof for the high 
school. 

"If we do this, we'd need a 10-year note," 
Donoghue said. 

Presently, the estimated annual cost to 
Mattapoisett based on a 15-year note is $76,000. That 
figure rises to above $100,000 on a 10-year note. 

"The more I read, the more concerned I become," 
she said of the borrowing that would be needed. 

FinCom member Paul Amoruso agreed, saying, "I 
think this needs more work." 

But FinCom member Kevin Geraghty felt 
otherwise. 

"Their mindset is the kids," he said of the school 
committee and the article's supporters. "This is for their 
children; they aren't thinking about roofs or FI VAC." 

"This is a passion for the parents - they aren't 
thinking of paying for it," said FinCom's Colby Rottler. 
But he continued to express his concerns that artificial 
turfs are being studied for the negative impact they may 
have on the future health of children who play on them. 
As for the need for repairs and improvements the school 
committee is requesting, Rottler said, "I fault the school 
department. Why weren't they planning and making 
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repairs?" 

When the vote was taken, three members 
voted against recommending the Article, one voted for 
recommending it, and one abstained (3-1). 

The members were unanimous in their support 
of Article 14 for a new Fire Station. The finance team had 
been alarmed over unsafe conditions of the fire station. 
They reviewed for several months the viability of funding 
a new structure that had been on the Capital Planning 
schedule for 10 years. The retiring debt schedule was 
discussed as the main reason the project could be taken on 
by taxpayers at this point in time. 

Other Articles they voted to recommend were: 
Article 1: Elected Officers' Compensation; Article 2: 
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General Operating Budget (which stands at $28,024,603 
for FY20); Article 3: Appropriation for OPEB Liabilities, 
$414,000; Article 4: Revolving Fund Authorization; 

Article 5: Cyclical Annual Property Revaluation and 
Town Mapping, $40,000; Article 6: Personnel Schedules; 
Article 7: Acceptance of Revised Old Colony Regional 
Agreement; Article 8: Water Reserve Account, $10,000; 
Article 9: Sewer Reserve Account; Article 10: Reallocation 
of Funds for Project Funding (water department); Article 
11: Funding for Sewer Extension (located at the terminus 
at the Bay Club, $35,000; Article 13: Appropriation To 
Debt Stabilization Fund, $100,000; Article 15: Capital Plan 
Funding, $231,000 for repairs to highway department 
buildings, $12,457 for the purchase of trench safety 
box, $310,000 for the Fire Station design, engineering, 
and bidding, $49,500 for local schools education 
modules; Article 16: Allocation of Revenues Community 
Preservation Act; Articles 17 through 20 for individual 
CPC grant applications totaling $61,500; Article 21: Street 
Lights; Article 22: Road Improvements, $75,000; Article 
23: Authorization of Use of Grant Anticipation Notes For 
Town Projects. 

The Finance Committee did not schedule another 
meeting, but Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
suggested the committee take some time over the summer 
months to discuss what should happen to the Town Flail 
building with Capital Planning, saying, "The time has 
come..." 
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Abutters Oppose Waivers for Beach Street 
Subdivision 

Marion Planning Board

On May 6 David Davignon of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates stood before the Marion Planning 
Board in a continued hearing on the merits of a three-lot 
subdivision proposed for a 3.6-acre lot wedged between 
Converse Road, Zora Road, and Beach Street. 

Davignon was asked by Chairman Bill Saltonstall 
to give a shorthand version of the project in question for 
the benefit of the abutters in attendance. 

Regarding the issue of sewer connections to the 
property, Davignon said the existing home, which is 
part of the subdivision located at 213 Converse Road, 
was connected to the system and that two additional 
connections were already approved for the other lots. 

But it was the matter of stormwater management, 
groundwater disruption, and what abutters perceived to 
be a plan for the construction of an unsightly retaining 
wall around a retention pond that found Davignon 
fielding questions for the next two hours. 

During a recent meeting with the Conservation 
Commission, Davignon said that a number of abutters 
had questioned the drainage plan and that the 
commission had asked for clarification on drainage 
calculations, the manner in which the wetlands had been 
flagged, and had asked for proof that sewer connections 
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had, in fact, been approved. He said he would be returning 
to ConCom on May 9 to continue that hearing. 

In detailing the proposed development, Davignon 
said the owner, identified as 22 Cove Street, LLC, 
purchased a lot on Beach Street to provide frontage and 
access to two lots behind 213 Converse Road. He said the 
Fire Department had no concerns over the plan to construct 
a 20-foot roadway with a cul-de-sac at the end, and that the 
plan called for underground utilities. 

Davignon further described the acreage as "mostly 
uplands." Although he was aware of a letter submitted 
by the Town's peer review consultant JC Engineering, his 
office had not had an opportunity to review the comments. 

Comments from the Planning Board members 
followed, with Chris Collings giving voice to his concerns 
first. 

"I'm not comfortable with the retention pond so 
near abutters properties," Collings said. "I hope there 
is a better way." He questioned why an underground 
stormwater management system hadn't been offered and 
asked why the retention pond couldn't be situated in the 
middle of the planned cul-de-sac instead of a mere 60 feet 
from an easterly abutter. 

Planning Board member Steve Kokkins wanted to 
know about the quantity of fill the plan calls for, saying, 
"Our chief responsibility is to protect the abutters." He said 
he shared Collings concerns. 

Davignon said an underground system had been 
explored, but it would require even more fill than the 
current plan. 

Brian Wallace of JC Engineering was asked to 
comment on the water management plan. He said, overall, 
the plan was not uncommon, was using "best practices", 
and that while some calculations were in question, he 
didn't think the impact of any increased groundwater flow 
would be a significant issue. 

Saltonstall pondered if the 4 to 5-foot retaining 
wall around the retention pond would impede water 
flow saying, "You are creating a hill that slopes into the 
neighbor's backyards." 

Planning Board member Norm Hills offered his 
insight, saying, "The water currently flows in that direction. 
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... All this does is slow water down for 24 hours." 

Davignon said that plans had to demonstrate that 
water flow post-construction would not be any worse 
than water flow pre-construction, and that is the case with 
this project. 

Kokkins conceded that the Planning Board was 
not reviewing a building plan, but a subdivision plan, but 
that it was "important to keep these issues in the mix." 

Board member Eileen Marum asked whether or 
not water would go into neighboring basements and also 
asked who would be responsible for maintaining drainage 
structures. 

Davignon said a homeowners' association 
plan would ultimately be tied to the deed, and the 
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Conservation Commission, as part of the proposal, would 
police drainage. Marum was skeptical and encouraged 
the abutters to "stay on top" of this. 

Abutters questioned why the applicant would be 
granted waivers to existing subdivision rules and why 
waivers were even a possibility. One also questioned 
whether the Town once deemed one of the lots 
unbuildable. 

Gary Holmes, 31 Beach Street, said the waivers 
weren't minor and that flooding in that area during storm 
events was common. 

"I'm begging you, if at all possible, do more," said 
Holmes. "I beg you to walk the area - please, stand in my 
backyard and envision it!" 

Another abutter. Bill Wareham, said during the 
60 years he's owned his home, he has had sump pumps 
running, but Davignon said of his property that the plans 
would improve the overland flow. 

Abutter John Elliot returned to the issue of a 
homeowners' association, asking, "Where are the teeth" 
that would make such an agreement meaningful? 

Davignon explained the process as one that 
included deed implications, and that a simple call to 
the Conservation Commission might impose sanctions 
on an association that was not maintaining stormwater 
structures as mandated by the agreement. 

"There is no escaping legal obligations," 

Davignon said. 
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But Elliot wanted to understand how waivers 
could be part of the process for granting the applicant's 
proposal. 

"If the waiver is to accommodate something 
because there isn't enough room, why is it a buildable 
lot?" said Elliot. He also said that when he purchased his 
property a Town employee told him that the vacant lots 
nearby would never be built on. 

"All you had to do was read the bylaws," said 
Hills, to understand that was not the case. 

Davignon said of the difference between bylaws 
and state mandated subdivision rules and regulations: 
"Subdivision rules and regulations are not bylaws. ... 
They were developed by the state to allow the division 
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of land and to develop roads. ... It gives the towns the 
latitude to grant waivers and they are granted regularly." 

In his letter to the Planning Board, Davignon 
listed waivers that included, but were not limited to, a 
retention pond 62 feet versus the required 100 feet from 
abutting property, a planting plan instead of hiring a 
landscape architect, and a gravel access drive around the 
perimeter of basins 12 feet wide in one location versus the 
entire perimeter. 

The hearing was continued until May 20. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for May 20 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House.

Inside the Budget Process 

Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee 

By Marilou Newell 

On May 1, the Mattapoisett Capital Planning 
Committee (CPC) met to prioritize its list of projects 
priced over $10,000 to be advanced at Town Meeting. 

The year-long process of receiving requests from town 
departments including the two schools. Center and Old 
Hammondtown, takes into consideration the town's 
ability to afford the projects without increasing taxes. 

The Capital Planning Committee was created 
about 15 years ago as a method to judge requests based 
on the need of the department and the ability of the 
taxpayers to bear the financial burden, and then the 
committee decides which requests to present to Town 
Meeting. 

The capital planning process focuses on a 10- 
year schedule where some projects advance up the 
priority list while others remain lower on the list for 
future consideration. Department heads meet with the 
committee to justify their requests and, where applicable, 
also provide the method by which the request will be paid 
for. 

This year the list is rather short, but with a big 
financial impact - a new fire station is listed as priority 
numero uno. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne told the 
committee that $310,000, partly from free cash and partly 
from previous appropriations not spent, may be used to 
fund the design, engineering, bidding, and selection of a 
construction company for the new station. 

The estimate for the new building is just over $9 

million. 

Gagne said that by deploying those prior unspent 
appropriations instead of borrowing new money means 
that the balance for the project would not have to be 
bonded until March 2020, with a first payment due in 
March 2021. 

"By doing it this way you'd be further ahead on 
the retiring debt schedule," Gagne said. He has stated 
in previous meeting that through retiring debt, the town 
could build a new fire station with only a slight impact on 
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taxpayers. 

The FinCom members agreed that the Fire Station 
was a highest priority, with Gagne expecting property 
owners to see a $13.38 increase based on a median-home 
assessed at $440,000. 

Next in line is $210,000 needed to finish safety 
improvements to Highway Department buildings on 
Mendell Road, bringing them into OSHA and ADA 
compliance. 

Number 3, also for the Highway Department, is 
$12,000 for a trench-shoring box to prevent trench cave- 
ins. 

Fourth, and last to make the list, was $49,500 for 
school curriculum modules, which is also a line item in 
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the local school budget. 

The committee also discussed the ORRHS athletic 
fields and auditorium improvements. 

CPC member Chuck McCullough said of the 
$2.5 million the school committee requested, "It's a bit 
disjointed, not really a plan..." 

CPC Chairman Alan Apperson said, "We're being 
asked to make a decision on incomplete information." 

Gagne said ORR should have a 10-year plan for 
improvements versus trying to pay for a single project in 
the absence of financial impact studies. 

There is no future meeting of the Capital Planning 
Committee scheduled at this time. 


ZBA Still Resisting BOS Demand to Televise 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) 
really doesn't want to televise its meetings, and on May 
2, despite the Board of Selectmen's insistence on it, 
continued searching for viable excuses to support keeping 
meetings as they are - as they historically have been, the 
chairman pointed out - untelevised. 

"The selectmen are still pushing the envelope 
with us," said ZBA Chairman Marc LeBlanc as he opened 
the conversation Thursday night. "The concern (of the 
selectmen) is that the public is not getting appropriate 
information ... - Actually, I'm not 100 percent sure of 
what their concern is." 

"Transparency, and our meetings being 
consistent," said ZBA member Michelle Smith, which she 
argued are already consistent and properly posted. 

"If people have an interest in seeing it and being 
here, they'd be here to watch it," said ZBA member Tad 
Wollenhaupt. 

The board wondered how the reason behind 
televising meetings could be consistency when other 
meetings of other Town boards aren't, such as the Board 
of Assessors and Board of Health. 

According to LeBlanc, he invited the selectmen 
to attend the ZBA meeting that night, but they declined. 
Instead, they asked LeBlanc to attend the Board of 
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Selectmen meeting on May 7. 

"I'm looking for people to go with me," said 
LeBlanc. "I don't think a three-against-one is fair." 

Wollenhaupt volunteered first saying, "I'm 
willing to go to tell them - because I don't want to go 
to a televised meeting." He recalled prior ZBA meetings 
when the board discussed the reasons why they oppose 
televising, saying, "We didn't sign up to be on a televised 
board." 

What is lacking, Wollenhaupt said, is an "open 
discussion" with the Board of Selectmen, and the ZBA 
should be more persuasive in its argument. 

"To say our meetings are regular; they are 
advertised; they are open to anybody," Wollenhaupt 
stated. 

Smith compared the ZBA's consistent meeting 
schedule to "other boards" that often hold special 
meetings on different times on different days of the week, 
meetings she referred to as "secret squirrel." 

"Those secret meetings ... aren't televised," Smith 
said. "If you're gonna be consistent..." 

ZBA associate member Louise Nadler said, what 
the ZBA needs is "to come back with a specific compelling 
reason, period." 

"I taught persuasive writing and I stress that it's 
important not to say too much," said Nadler, arguing 
against criticizing another board to make their point. 

"There's nothing anywhere that says these 
meetings need to be televised," said LeBlanc, "and now 
it's gonna be a tug of war between the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and the Board of Selectmen." He said that even 
town counsel was unable to find anything that would 
compel the ZBA to televise. 

So, what can the selectmen do if the ZBA refuses, 
the board pondered? 

"They cannot fire us, but they can [decide to] not 
renew our reappointments," said LeBlanc. "If they wanted 
to, they could remove people from this board and put on 
people that they want to." 

"We're a voluntary board," said Wolenhaupt. 
"We're volunteers." 

"I think that's a very valid reason (not to 
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televise)/' said ZBA member David Bramley. "It's not an 
elected board." 

So, why should the ZBA televise, "Because 
everybody else is doing it?" asked LeBlanc. 

"It's a 'because we said so,"' said LeBlanc. "It's a 
'because we said so.'" 

Also during the meeting, the board opened 
the public hearing for Elizabeth Houghton Weinberg's 
application to renovate a non-conforming two-story Cape 
Cod style house at 14 Main Street, built in 1790 according 
to the Assessors' records. An accessory building in the 
rear that is also non-conforming was identified as "the old 
schoolhouse," built in 1815. 

Weinberg wants to tear down the rear wing of the 
building and increase the footprint slightly, and raise the 
roof height of the front portion of the house. 

Some neighbors came to view the plans, finding 
no major concerns other than Sandra Parsons, whose 
concern was for the preservation of a historical mural 
inside the dining room. 

"Unfortunately, that has nothing to do with us," 
LeBlanc stated. "Unfortunately, in this town there is 
nothing you can do about it." 

My mom lived in that house, and that's how I 
know about," said Parsons. "It should be photographed." 

The hearing was continued until May 16 so 
that Davignon could provide the board with the exact 
locations of the air-conditioning unit and the outdoor 
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shower. 

Also during the meeting, the board continued 
the public hearing for Theresa and Samuel Barrington, 

37 Holmes Street, in the hopes that the applicants 
will reconsider shifting the location of their proposed 
"guesthouse" to meet zoning setbacks instead of razing 
an existing non-compliant shed and rebuilding it slightly 
larger than the original footprint. 

The plan is to rebuild the structure with a 
bedroom, living room, and bathroom. 

Abutter Kevin Oliveria worried about the 
size and proximity to his yard and water runoff into 
an already wet corner. He said he would prefer the 
Barringtons move it farther away, which the ZBA 
determined would be possible, given the size of the 
Barringtons' property. 

The board urged the Barringtons' engineer, Dave 
Davignon, to ask the building commissioner what the 
owners' by-right setbacks would be and go from there. 

The board accepted the withdrawal request from 
Jessica and John Peters, 20 South Street, for a special 
permit for side and rear setbacks. According to architect 
Anthi Frangiadis, the property owners have decided to 
work within the parameters of what they are allowed by 
right. The application was withdrawn without prejudice. 

In other business, the board entertained the letter 
of interest submitted by Margie Baldwin seeking to be 
appointed as an alternate member. 

Alternate members are allowed to deliberate and 
discuss, but may not vote unless they are appointed to 
vote to complete a quorum. 

ZBA member Betsy Dunn, in a letter she 
submitted in her absence, recommended Baldwin be 
appointed, while two others submitted letters of interest 
in joining the ZBA to LeBlanc. 

The Board of Selectmen will make the 
final appointment, but may consider the ZBA's 
recommendation. 

Before Baldwin left, Bramley, who was just 
promoted to full member status that night, said to her, 

"I hope you don't think we are closed-minded people." 
Bramley was referring to something Baldwin wrote in her 
letter referring to the board's need for "open-minded" 
members. 

Baldwin assured Bramley that she was not 
inferring anyone was closed-minded. He also asked her 
if she sat on any other boards or committee that might 
conflict with her schedule. 

Baldwin does serve on the Finance Committee 
and the Tree committee, but stated that her schedule 
would not be an issue. 

"I don't have an agenda," said Baldwin. "I don't 
have any vested interest -1 think I've come before the 
board once." 

LeBlanc was personally surprised that the 
board received three letters, which he said was rather 
rare. Baldwin said perhaps the interest was due to the

increasing complexity of the applications residents are 
filing with the ZBA. 

"What's happening," LeBlanc said, "is the public 
is getting more savvy and they're finding that with 
more cases before us and finding us voting in new ways 
(different than prior boards). There are a lot of loopholes 
in our bylaws and they're trying to find those loopholes to 
do what they want, and that's what we're finding." 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for May 16 at 6:30 pm at the Marion

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participation. The lighting system in the auditorium is 
non-functional, requiring rental of a temporary system 
to put on any performance. Without the rentals (and 
associated costs), drama members are left with only 
few rapidly failing manually operated spot lights. 
Additionally, the rigging system is failing and the sound 
board is aging. Playoff games have been moved to Tabor 
because of the state of our fields. Games are routinely 
cancelled due flooding and poor drainage. The possibility 
of opposing teams refusing to play at OR or officials 
deeming the fields unsafe for play becomes more likely 
with each season of use. Despite a perennially powerful 
track program, our track is in disrepair. The surface 
is worn in areas to pavement limiting traction and 
worsening the physical stress of impact. Subsequently, 
we are unable to host the conference championships 
or invitationals and have, to ensure top times for our 
athletes, moved meets to our opponent's tracks. 

Our fields and auditorium are (quite literally in 
the case of the auditorium where the town meeting and 
other town events are held) the gathering place and center 
pieces of our community. We should ensure they are, at 
least, safe and functional and, at best, a source of pride 
and a concrete manifestation of our commitment to our 
children and their education. Additionally, when restored 
both facilities promise to bring in revenue from rental to 
private groups and youth athletic programs. 

Opponents have raised many objections to this 
program. It has been described as Olympic style and 
promoted by a special interest group. This hyperbole 
could not be further from the truth. The proposal has 
been scaled back dramatically in scope and cost (at 
least 2.5 million dollars less than the original plan) as 
the committees and individuals involved worked with 
the towns to decrease the financial impact. There is no 
allowance for bathrooms, new score board, permanent 
concession stand, redone baseball and softball fields, 
or a second turf field. Hardly an Olympic worthy plan. 

As for the alleged special interest group, if you mean 
parents, coaches, directors, actors, actresses, and athletes 
who share pride in our school and towns and are giving 
of their time, money, and effort to make it the best it

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Devil’s Advocate

Extremely Wicked, Shockingly Evil and Vile. Starring 
Zac Efron and Lily Collins. Directed by Joe Berlinger. 
Running time: 108 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Streaming 
on Netflix as of May 3. 

It's an old ping-pong witticism: "So-and-so has 
a lot of charm." "Yeah, so did Ted Bundy." The new 
Bundy film Extremely Wicked, Shockingly Evil and Vile, the 
second Bundy project for Netflix by director Joe Berlinger 
(after January's Conversations with a Killer series), might 
overplay the monster's charisma a bit. Some have charged 
the movie makes Bundy look better as a lawyer (he was a 
law student) acting as his own defense than he really was, 
and that's true. What Berlinger is after here, I think, is a 
collective portrait of a society taken in by Bundy — and, 
by extension, taken in by smiling evil that makes them 
feel good. To come to terms with his guilt was to admit 
one's own dangerous credulity in the face of Satan. 

Some saw Bundy for what he was. Others did 
not, because Bundy had an interest in focusing all his 
skills at imposture onto them. Extremely Wicked is based 
on a memoir by Liz Kendall, the woman with whom 
Bundy had a live-in relationship for years, during which 
time he kept diabolically busy out of the house. Liz, like 
many in her situation, believes Bundy when he insists on 
his innocence. If she's wrong, it means she endangered 
not only herself by being with him but her daughter. 

After a while, as the movie's emphasis shifts from Liz 
to Bundy's trial and escapes from custody, we begin to 
suspect that Bundy himself, or the part of himself that 
can convincingly participate in society, doesn't want to 
believe he could have murdered all those women. 

Berlinger spent four hours with Conversations with 
a Killer going over all the evidence, tapes, cold forensics. 
My feeling is that he then jumped into Extremely Wicked 
(from a Black List script by Michael Werwie) because it 
turns the camera 180 degrees and focuses not on Bundy 
but on his impact on those around him. (The classic in the 
genre is probably still Ann Rule's The Stranger Beside Me, 
the true-crime author's account of her friendship with 
Bundy before his arrest.) I also imagine Berlinger wanted 
to make the movie just for the scene near the end, when 
Bundy (Zac Efron) is about to go to the electric chair and 
Liz (Lily Collins) demands that he admit at least some 
guilt. I suspect Berlinger waded hip-deep in the sewer 



slime of Bundy's case and then wanted to pull something 
redeeming out of it, some closure. It didn't happen 
that way in life (if you want unalloyed fact, stick to the 
records), but dramatically and metaphorically it feels 
right; the entire movie leads up to this moment, and Efron 
and Collins don't falter. 

Indeed, Efron nails the insecure lunges at 
compassion as well as the glowering menace that define 
Bundy. We see the real Bundy during the end credits, 
delivering the same dialogue Efron did; Bundy shows 
us something Efron, to his soul's credit, can't show — 
a grotesque moral void. Efron does pack in enough 
ominous bits of business to give us the creeps, and Collins 
gives us a woman who isn't stupid so much as self-hating. 
Liz needs a guy as nice as Bundy seems to be, and Bundy 
needs to be needed in that way — whether because 
being in a relationship is good cover for being Jack 
the Ripper, or because a small part of him legitimately 
wants sane love, who's to say? Later, of course, there 
are giggling Bundy groupies in the courthouse and one 
former coworker who falls in love with him and even 
has his baby. Some women will always be attracted to the 
monster. 

Extremely Wicked has a murderers' row of terrific 
performers (John Malkovich, Dylan Baker, Terry Kinney, 
Jim Parsons, Haley Joel Osment, Kaya Scodelario, 

Jeffrey Donovan) keeping the courtroom cat-and-mouse 
games lively. It sets the tone with a Goethe quote ("Few 
people have the imagination for reality") that, coming 
from a director with extensive cred in the true-crime 
documentary field, is both funny and not funny. Berlinger 
spent a lot of years making not one but three films about 
the Memphis Three and how they got railroaded for 
the murder of three boys, and they proclaimed their 
innocence as vehemently as Bundy did his. As it happens, 
they deserved to be believed. Bundy did not, but many 
believed anyway. They couldn't imagine the reality. 
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20 years ago under the major renovation project are not 
available any longer and the technology has improved 
to the point that the savings of running LED lamps will 
eventually pay back the cost of the project and protect 
our students from getting burned because they run at a 
much cooler temperature. The auditorium used to be a 
place that could be rented out to dance schools and other 
organizations, which generated revenue (I've heard up 
to $36,000 a year just for dance recitals). These dance 
schools are no longer renting our auditorium because we 
do not have the facility and technology that they want/ 
need for their performances. An updated system would 
bring these dance schools and other organizations back 
to us, along with the revenue that goes with it, which 
then should be put into an account that is strictly used for 
auditorium upgrades, eliminating the need of having to 
go to the towns asking for money. 

With regard to the fields, I have seen the condition 
of the field and though I am no expert in this, it is quite 
obvious that the condition of these fields is deplorable 
and a danger to athletes, especially in inclement weather. 
We have visiting coaches who are refusing to allow 
their athletes to play on our fields because of this. Our 
athletes are embarrassed to play on their own fields. I 
have attended the meetings with the experts who have 
explained these dangers and why the artificial turf, with 
modern technology, is so much safer and much more 
cost effective than trying to maintain the grass fields.

41 Main Street is a late 
example of a Saltbox- 
style home, which is 
characterized by a lean- 
to addition in the rear. 
Built in 1802, this was 
the last house on Main 
Street until it was extended to Mill Street in 1829. This 
house was built for Capt. Stephen Hammond who moved 
from 639 Front Street. By 1855, carpenter Silas B. Allen 
lived here. He was one of ten prominent Marion men, 
mostly sea captains, who donated $1,000 each towards the 
construction of Marion's Congregational church in 1841. 
Allen owned this house as late as 1907. In that year, he is 
listed in Marion directories as "92 years old, boards Mrs. 
B.M Hart's, Pleasant Street." This home was demolished 
in 2017.
